‘We approached mountains which 
we had viewed in the distance, 
These mountains have a character 
of their own. THeir contours and 
summits are rounded by age and 
the dense growth of the forests 
soften their image, , 

The good roads have eliminated 
the mountains as barriers and so 
the shared intimacy of people liv- 
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ing on-the lands that give these 
states a special quality. I have 
learned that whatever has life has 
individuality, So this small scenic 
wonderland was indeed fascinating. 
It will assume a larger meaning 
with every year that passes; every 
feature glowing, radiating moun- 
tain beauty, me NS es 
After riding for some time we 
all at once came to the lake with- 
out warning. It was like walking 
into something surprisingly beauti- 
ful. There it lay at the southern 
edge of the White Mountains, New 
Hampshire’s largest lake, 72 square 
miles of water, deep blue against 
the mountains standing sentinels 
over it, - 

We were early enough to sit and 
eat at leisure, a lunch of sand- 
Wiches and fruit, Just below us a 
few doves were bathing. They 
would dip théir heads, lie on their 
sides then fly away to flutter 
their wings and shake out the 
water, ‘Ducks were busy all about. 

We boarded the boat at 12:15 
and swung out into the water. We 
were on our way arixious to see 
what was in store for us, 

The pilot pointed out and told 
us about places of interest. We 
passed picturesque coves, bustling 
marinas, quaint.old New England 
villages, as well as beautiful sandy 
beaches. There were hundreds of 
islands, ‘One especially I remem- 
ber was tiny ‘itself and had. a 
tiny, house and garage fitted on 
it. 

It was a full afternoon excursion 
covering fifty miles in 3%4 hours. 
We moved from deck to deck
